Chang Chih-tung hss recoived a lengthy 
and ‘upleasant despatch from Peking.

‘He struck me about 
tha body,’ the object of the assault says 
in recording the incident, ‘bat the blows 
were not very hard. They cre more 
prohes than blows, He continued assault- 
ing me for some time, and called the at- 
tention of members present to what he was 
doing. I took it quietly, as I thaught it 
best not to retaliate and make a scenes. I 
ata the more astonished at this conduct as 
the hon. member has always expressed the 
profoundest appreciation of these carica- 
tures, and has asked me to present him 
with ono.’ In further statement of what 
took place Mr Harry Furniss says :—‘E 
was standing in the lobby at about twevty 
minutes past soven when Mr Swift Mac- 
Neill cama up to me and assaulted me. I 
wag talking to Me Cuthbert Quiker at the 
time. Mr-MacNeil] first asked mo if E 
drew the cartoonsin Punch, and Lsaid it de- 
pended upon what they were. He showed 
me one, oud T told him [did it He then 
ealled mo conte rery offensive names, and 
walked round and round me, assaulting me. 
Soon afterwards Dr Tanner cama up very 
excitedly, and said if he had been in Mac- 
Neill's place ha would have done a great 
deal more, Several other Irish members 
got round me whilé Mr MacNoill was 
assaulting me.

PROCEEDINGS BEFORE THE MAGISTRATE.

Mr Pbillippo asked that hie clients might 
be allowed to sit down in front of the dock as 
the procsedings wera likely to be somewhat 
pretracted, Ona of tho defendants, Mr 
Fraser, was not in very good health. 

Mr Dennya—I do not, of coarse, object ; 
but I-do not know if my friend’s opening 
statement is quite correct. 4 

His Worship—If yau are going to plead 
physical infirmity on behalf of your client I 
have no objoction to his sitting down, but 
otherwise I sertainly see no reason fer it. 

Mr Phillippo—I cannot plead phyeical in- 
firmity. 

His Worship—Then certainly not. 

Mr Denys opened the case, setting 
forth the facts of the case, very much 
in the terms of the evidence of the 
complainant who was called as the first 
witness. He characterised the proceed- 
ings of the accused in dragging the man 
away from the wheel as both dangerous and 
stupid.

SUPREME COURT. 
IN ORIGINAL JURISDICTION. 


(Before His Honowe Mr Fielding Clarke, 
Chief Fustice). 
Wodnesday, October 4. 

THE BUFFRT CASE.— MANDAMUS ISSUE. 

This morning Chief Justice Clarko de- 
livered judgment on the application by Mr 
Alexander Oldfield that a mandamus 
should issue to the Justices of the Peace to 
rehoar, according to law, his application for 
a license to sell tntoricaling liquors at ths 
buffet or waiting room at the Peak Termi- 
nus of the High Level Trainway. 

Me J. J. -Prancis, Q.- G., instracted. by 
Mir V. H. Deacon, was the applicant's 
counsel, and the Attorney Goneral (Mr W. 
M. Goodman), instructed by the Acting 
Crown Solicitor (Mr G. ©. G. Master) 
appeared for the Crown. 

The only other persons in Court besides 
the ofiiciala wore Mr Granville Sharp and 
Mr A. A. Mancell (of the Hongkong 
Dispensary). 

In delivering judgement His Lordship 
said -—The priacipal if not the ouly difficulty 
that I havo folt in this case is a technical 
point raised by the Attorney Goneral, 
that o5 there was a hearing and determina- 
tion by the Justices, a mandamus to com- 
pol them to hear and determine according 
to law cannot issue unless their order re- 
fusing the licence be fitst quashed on certi- 
ovari, The dificalty could be generally 
met by an umendment of the procesdings 
(Leg, 1. Justices of Middlesex, LB. 2 Q, B.D. 
p» 518}; but the necessary -natice, before a 
writ of certiorari can be applied for, not 
having been given in this casy, ap amend- 
ment is not possible, and I therefore havo 
to decide the question, Tho function of 
the writ of mandamus is to compel the per- 
formance of a public legal duty whore euch 
performance has been refased, while that of 
a writ of certiorart is (inter alia) to eximine 
intoand correct illegal preceedings of Courts 
of limited jurisdiction. It is obviuus thet 
in many cases the illegal performance of a 
duty oangot be materially distinguished 
from the neglect ot refusal to perform it, 
and it follows that sometimes it would be 
optional to a parly to pursue either one er. 
both remedies, In tho numeroys cases 
cited in argument, instances were given 
of imperfect adjudications by justices 
boing treated by the Court of Queen's 
Bench as amounting to refusal of duty, and 
therefore daslt with and corrected by maz- 
dams, though I think it cannot be doubted 
thatthe procass by certiorari would hive 
been also available.

In the absance of any 
explanation by these gentlemen, although 
I do not assume any bias on their part, F 
cannot say that such a euspicion might not 
arise. Agto the presence of the Captain 
Suporintendént of Police, it is sufficient to 
auggest that, in order to prevent the ap- 
paarance of acting 43 a Justice in o case 
where there is police opposition, it would 
be advisable for him not to sit with the 
Justices, Any information which the 
Justices might require of the police should 
in my opinion bo givon in opon Gonrt. 
Thacther objection to the proceedings was 
that the Justices exceeded the statutory 
limit of their jurisdiction by taking into 
considoration matters other than the per- 
sonal character of the applicant. This 
question can I think properly be raised on 
on application for a mandamus, and asit has 
heen fully argued [think it hotter to ex- 
press at opinion on it. In the notice of 
intention to apply fora license under tho 
ordinance the application must state his 
name, address, nationality and the addres 
and sign of tho house sought to be licanaed, 
and has to obtain the certificate of thres 
householders’ as to his character and ft- 
ness. By Sec. X it is provided that the 
Magistrates or cither of them, with tho 
assistance of such other Justices of the 
Peaco as may attend. shall take into oon- 
sidoration all appli ations for license &c. 
By Sec. XI avery application for the grant 
or transfer of a license is to be decided 
by a majority of votes of the Jasticas pre- 
sent, and it is provided that if any applicant 
ia dissatlafied with the-order of tho Jua- 
tices it will bo lawful for the Governor in 
Couneil to alter or amend the order on ths 
petition of the dissatisfied parties. Thoso 
provisiovs taken by themselves giva s ge- 
neral puwer to the Justices to decide every 
application on its morits, subject to an ap- 
peal by an onaucceasful applicant to the 
Executive Council. This power is not in 
my_opinion either expressly or impliedly 
abridged. by Sec, KH, which provides that 
‘Every applicant for a licenas who may be 
approved by tha Justices rasembled as 
above shall enter into  recognissnce,’ &, 
This last secticn ghowa that the Justices 
ate not bound by the householders’ certifi- 
cate aud may consider the character of the 
applicant, but I oannot see that it 
iu any way asifects the powar express 
ly given them to take into consideration 
and decide upon the application iteelf, 
Tho application is for a icenss, nat 
for the endorsement of the certificate 
of good character; if the Justices were «on- 
fined to tha question of character they 
would not in my judgment ‘consider’ or 
‘decide’ the ‘application.’ It is nok 
neoessary for mo te pursue the authorities 
which have long ago eatablished tha right 
and duty, of Justices in England under the 
English Statute to consider the merits of 
an spplication fora license as well as the 
merits of the applicant, becange, in mp 
opinion, the doubta which arose from the 
language of the English Statute do not 
aimilarly arise from the longuago of the 
Ordinance. I may add that the considera- 
tion of the morits of an application involve 
an examination of the reasons which may 
be urged for. and. ogainst it, The broad 
queation for the Justiocs in matters of this 
kind where their discration is not limited 
should always be: what is best in the in- 
teresta of the Public at: large for whose 
henafit the Justices have received their at- 
thority.
